However much philanthropic
persons may regret the barring out of
foreigners in need of elbow-room, they
cannot deny the danger which hus been
threatening this conntry at & most eriti-
cal moment in its history. With free
immigration and a very probable spread
of cholera abroad, it wonld be slmost im-
poseible to keep tlie pest away; more,
to keep it from seriously injuring the
World's Fair and the multifarious inter-
ests devolving upon it.

The immediate reasons why this step
is to be taken are, of couree, in their na-
tare temporary. Presently thev will
cease to exist. But it is high time for
the best statesmanship in America to
grapple with the immigration problem
agein and for permanency. A nation's
first duty is toward itself; else it cun be
of service to neither iteelf nor to others.
How far fidelity to this duty will justify
the keaping out of oppressed foreigners
isa question which should be appronched
only with the highest and broadest on-
derstanding of it gravity. That immi-
gration can be stopped is not to be
donbted. With only moderate precau-
tions and imperfect regulations the fw-
migration during the month of October
was redoced to 4,681, During the same
month last year, nearly 37,000 immigrants
were landed on these shores. Thus it
appears  that immigration can
stopped. And the stopping of immigra-

tion now will reduce the danger of the
importation of choléra to the minimum.
